U.S. TREASURY DEPARMENT, \ 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3. 
Samuel Y, Tupper, Hg., President of 

the Chamber of Commerce, Chartes- 

ton, S.C. 

Sik :—I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of the memorial of 
the Charleston, S.C. Chamber of 
Commerce, addressed to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and 
ferred to this department, which, af- 
terreiterating the present stringenc 
in the money market and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining currency, requests 
that the sum of five hundred thous- 
amd dollars be placed and maintained 
on deposit with the Assistant Treas- 
urer of Charleston, to be used by him 
in the purchase at New York ex- 
change from the Banks. 

To comply: with the request it 
would be necessary for the Treasury 
Department to send currency. by ex- 
press to Charleston from time to 
time, and to buy with it exchange on 
New York in competition with pri- 
vate bankers. Should this request 
be granted a hundred other places in 
the country might, with equal pro- 
priety, ask for thesame relief, and if all 
such requests were impartially grant- 
ed, the Department would 
engaged in an extensive exchange bu- 
siness,fixingand regulating the rate of 
exchange between different places in 
the country, and the public money, 
raised by. taxation only for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the Government, 
would be employed to a very large 
amount in a business which Congress 
has not given the Secretary of the 
lreasury any authority to engage in. 

With due regard to the proper man- 
agement of the Treasury Department, 
Within the provisions of law, I have 
feltit to be my duty to decline all 
Amilar proposition from other places, 
and your request must, therefore, re- 
ceive the same response.
